Several Companies Involved in 
Contemplated Deals 


Picture Magnates Deny It, But 
Developments Are Expected 


Competition Forcing Too Fast 
a Pace, Says One Producer 


New York, Dec. 29.—While motion 
picture magnates continue to deny the 
persistent rumors of big changes in 
the complexion of some of the biggest 
companies, while they laugh off the 
stories about contemplated mergers 
and various reorganizations, it is 
learned on the best authority that big 
doings in the motion picture field may 
be expected at an early date. Mysteri- 
ous meetings, star-chanber sessions at 
which all present are sworn to secrecy 
and suggestive moves and counter- 
moves indicate that there is more in 
the air than mere ether. 

It may be stated with authority that 
the industry is today tracing up under 
a terrific financial strain that only the 
hardiest may withstasdl. The condi- 
tions spell disaster to companies with 
depleted resources whe can not afford 
to long go the compettive pace under 
the unusual conditions of the times. 
There are companies which are already 
treading on thin ice and a volcanic 
eruption in the industry is likely any 
moment. 

While the writer dees not care to 
precipitate disaster ty giving pub- 
licity to the real conditions which ex- 
ist, it might be stated that several 
companies are today sparring for time. 
They have made overtures upon which 
their further lease of life is entirely 
dependent. If they succeed in carrying 
thru their plans they will be bolstered 
up to meet the conditions which are 
daily growing worse ard will be placed 
in shape to stem the tide. If their 
plans are not successful it is almost a 
certainty that several of these com- 
panies must go to the wall. 

One picture magnate confessed to 
the writer during the past week that 
pieture competition had forced him to 
do much that was against his better 
judgment. The writer had compli- 
mented him on the big plans he had 
made for the coming year, and he re- 
plied: 

“Yes, we have made great plans— 
perhaps, greater plans than are wise. 
Competition forces us to keep up the 
mace and to speed it up a little if pos- 
‘ible. I say we are forced to do it and I 
mean what I say, for much that I have

HAMILTON MUST 
RETURN $1,000 
COLLECTED FOR 
AM. AMBULANCE 


Latest Development in Probe 
of Bazaar Frauds 


William J. F. O’Neil Also Un- 
der District Attorney’s Fire 


His Connection With Fair in 
1916 To Be Investigated 


New York, Dec. 29.—Two important 
developments in the District Attorney’s 
investigation of the conduct of Charity 
Bazaars for personal profit are the 
formal demand made upon William H. 
Hamilton, vice-chairman and former 
treasurer of the American Ambulance 
in Russia, for the return to the ambu- 
lance of nearly $1,000, and the arraign- 
ment yesterday of William J. F. O'Neil 
on charges of forgery and larceny in 
connection with the benefit for the 
Ninth Coast Defense Command, when 
it was learned that he was one of the 
collectors for the Stage Children’s 
Fund Bazaar in November, 1916. The 
books of that charity will be investi- 
gated to see what percentage went to 
the collectors. 


The demand upon Hamilton was 
made at yesterday’s hearing before 
District Attorney Swann, who believes 
the money was paid without proper 
authorization. Hamilton declares the 
demand is unfair, that he is “being 
made the goat” by other members of 
the Ambulance Committee, and that 
he would not pay without a fight. Mr. 
Swann had a final interview with Ham- 
ilton this morning. Hamilton, who is 
a student in the Government aviation 
school at South San Antonio, Tex., was 
civen a furlough of ten days at the re- 
quest of the District Attorney. He is 
24 years old. 


The money in question, Hamilton 
claims, was simply repayment of cash 
advanced by him on account of the 
Ambulance. He declares he can pro- 
duce documentary evidence to prove his 
assertion. The sum is made up of the 
“Fell debt,” which formed part of 
Hamilton’s expenses in Russia, and of 
$300 which the committee gave him on 
November 28 last, before his enlist- 
ment in the aviation service school at 
South San Antonio. 

The “Fell debt,” he says, was money 
he advanced to Nelson Fell, Jr., of 
Warrenton, Va., who went to Russia 
with Hamilton last January to become 
an ambulance driver, but was pre- 
vented from reaching the front. The 
committee granted Fell $25 a week for 
expenses, which Hamilton said was in- 
sufficient. No record of the Executive

Boston, Dec. 29.—An assignment for 
the benefit of his creditors has been 
made by Benjamin P. Cheney, hus- 
banda of Julia Arthur, to Allan Forbes, 
president of the State Street Trust 
Company, and William D. Turner, an 
attorney, both of Boston.

New York, Dec. 29.—Excessive was 
the opinion of the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court of the verdict 
for $5,333.06 awarded to Rose Leslie, 
the show girl, against Charles Dilling- 
ham, and the amount of damages was 
reduced yesterday to $3,500.

Miss Leslie claimed 
that she was partly paralyzed as a 
result of the fall and her spine was 
so geriously hurt that she could not 
continue her vocation as a dancer.

Has Replaced 


Chicago, Dec. 31.—The opening of 
1918 finds a more open, companionable 
relation between Chicago vaudeville 
agents and acts than has ever main- 
tained before. Co-operation has re- 
placed mutual distrust and everybody 
connected with the vaudeville field 
seems to realize that his expectation 
of gaining material results rests di- 
rectly upon the chances others in the 
same field have for obtaining their re- 
ward. 

The very atmosphere of the big book- 
ing syndicates has changed consider- 
ably. “Closed” bookings, enacted be- 
hind agents’ barred doors, in a largo 
measure, have been succeeded by a 
willingness to treat with performers in 
the open of the general booking floors. 
This is particularly noticeable in the 
W. V. M. A. offices, where agents now 
meet acts much as they used to do in 
the days before concentration of book- 
ings filled the “floor” with agents, 
agents’ helpers, etc., but “nary a per- 
former.” Almost any day, at the hour 
when bookings go thru, vaudeville acts 
now storm the counter, carefully 
guarded by boys, in much the same 
way that they thronged the hallway in 
those halcyon days before the per- 
former-manager controversy became 
acute. 

This may not mean much to the cas- 
ual observer, but, in reality, it has a 
great significance. The relations of 
opposing business factions may be best 
judged by the manner of doing busi- 
ness. When bookings are “open” a 
confidence is engendered that is bound 
to beget a like measure of confidence.

The Arncoros £'stors, in a demonstration of phrs‘ccl culture, have a 
delightfully refreshing number, which gets away from the usual acro- 
batics as it includes some clever singing and dancing. The act spari:l-s 
with life and in any position on any program would register big. Six- 
teen minutes, in full stage; three curtains. Riverside Theater, Monday 
evening. 

Burns and Frabito, a very clever comedy duo, whose Italian char- 
acterization, songs and string music, put over as only two real showmen 
could, are simply irresistible in their particular line. Eighteen minutes, 
in one; seven bows. Colonial Theater, Wednesday matinee. 

Robert Emrctt Keane, t!:¢ American Englishman, is one of the most 
delightful raconteours on the stage. His English Tommy stories are very 
funny cnd perticularly apropos, as they tend to take one’s thoughts off 
gruesome Eurone.

BURLESQUE ITINERARY WILL BE 
OVERHAULED NEXT SEASON 


Short Jumps and Long Time Stands Will Be Sought 
by Officials of Both Circuits—Every Precau- 


tion To Be Taken 
Railroad Service 


Against Delays in 
During 1918-19

New York, Dec, 23.—The head officials of the 
Columbia Amusement Company and the Amer- 
ican Burlesque Association are aroused enough 
over the transportation problems at the present 
time so that unusual care will be taken in the 
working out of the itinerary of the two circuits 
another season. While there has been little 
trouble reported by burlesque companies as to the 
manner the railroads are handing the shows 
there haz been just enough to indicate that the 
companies may not be so fortunate another sea- 
son and that to be prepared for the worst is 
necessary. 


While burlesque is not confronted by any 
such dangers as-confront the one-nighters, yet 
train service can seriously upset their schedules 
This was shown last week when the dropping of 
a midnight train on the New York Central rail- 
road makes it impossible for the American 
shows to get into Schenectady in time for their 
opening matinees. In the working out of an 
tmerary next season the officials will hew 
closely to the line. In the first place, every at- 
tempt will be made to get away from the short- 
time stand and in the second place it will be 
seen that the jumps from one town to another 
will be as short as possible. In this way it is 
hoped to allow for any probable delay in train 
service, so that every show will be able, even 
under considerable delay, to get into every town 
in time for the opening performance. The short- 
time stand, as a matter of fact, does not exist 
on the Columbia Circuit, but the American plays 
a number of split weekc and in some places the 
shows appear for a shorter space of time than 
three days even. 


The officials figure that most of the danger 
ean be obviated by a systematic overhauling of 
the present itinerary, but, it is understood, that 
some of the producers are worried so much that 
they are urging that no Monday matinees be 
figured on next season. It is not believed, how-

ever, that any such drastic step as this will be 
necessary. 

The American Circuit officials realize the dis- 
advantages of the shorttime stand, even in nor- 
mal times and under ordinary conditions, and 
they are eliminating these stands as rapidly as 
possible. They have made several steps in that 
direction during the present season and the time 
is coming when no city will be represented on 
the circuit except as a week or a split-week 
town.

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AMERICAN SONG WRITING 
WILL COMEINTO ITS OWN 


Recent Output Inspires Predic- 
tion That 1918 Will Witness 
Fine Contributions to 
Song Literature 


“There's a destiny that shapes our ends, 
Rough bew them tho we may.” 


Tnless all indications are erroneously ganged 
1918 will witness seme of the finest American 
contributions to song literature that the world 
bas ever known. 

America, the home of the world’s compounded 
genins, did not assert itself im 1917, because 
it had nothing to assert. When ideas are mixed. 
interpretations of national policies varied, and 
uaeertainties of the moment most acute, it is 
folly to look for a staple consistency in song. 

There is no need, however, of entering upon 
the rhetorical in the endeavor to ascertain what 
the New Year will probably bring forth. The 
future can be gauged by the past and present 
and {* is upon a careful scrutiny of what we 
have today that we make this prediction re- 
garding what is in store for tomorrow. 

When the war broke ont there was a mad 
rush for patriotic songs, indulged in more by 
writers than by the general public, becanse the 
public had not yet been stirred and the writers 
were endeavoring to gauge their sentiments tn 
advance—a precarious undertaking at best. 
Every surface factor was eagerly incerporated 
in song. Tresident Wilsen’s war declaration 
formed the basis of most of the songs, which 
seen degenerated into a “get the Kaiser” chant. 
The writers did not realize that “getting the 
Kaiser” was only an intermediate step in the 
purpose of the United States. The people had 
their thoughts on the [TLTIMATE, net IMME- 
DIATE, developwents—no wonder they ignored 
the “get the Kaiser’ songs. The writers 
tbonght they were anticipating public desire— 
as a matter of fact the public mind was far in 
advance of the writers. Is there any wonder 
that simple songs bearing the heart-throh of 
France and ordinary terms of regret expressed 
by a departing soldier proved more acceptable 
to American music lovers than all the blatant. 
boastfnl, un-American desecrations of patriotic 
sentiment? 

It is true that the supersong was not 
achieved. But it is better to ultimately reach 
something genuine, after actual experience, than 
to accomplish success with surface slush that 
conreys nothing real. Many writers probably 
felt beartbroken when they fonnd that America 
refused to accept tbeir barbaric replies to bar 
barism, but the day will come when these same 
writers will look over their ignored appeals to 
“get the Kaiser's ear’ and say, “I thank thee, 
America, for rejecting my song, which was most 
unworthy.*’ 

An American with the introspection of Wells, 
the English novelist, wonld, perhaps, find it 
possible to get into a state of mind that wonld 
admit of striking the kernel of international 
relations in a song, but even Wells had to live 
thra the disappointments and agonies of the 
war before really realizing what it was all 
abort. Americans are inventive and rapid 
thinkers, but anticipation can never totally as- 
sume the influence of retrespection in song 
writing. 

Already our patrictie outbursts have flooded 
past absurdities and are entering upon the 
smooth seas of common sense. Get a dozen 
copies of patriotic songs bearing the new copy- 
right date and an equal number of those with 
the old—compare them—and you will realize 
the truth of this argument. 

Tbe songs are saner, more sober, immeasnr- 
ably better. These to be written In the near 
future will be better still. The mere desire for 
pecuniary reward involved in writing—and the 
vainglory of a name upon a title page—will be 
replaced by the intelligent offerings of writers 
who will hare learned to think before they en 
deavor to express standard emotion. 

American song writing will come into its 
own!

SONG LOGIC 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 
(A Great Deal When You Contemplate Some Sprung in This War) 


I respect the fellows writing songs of novelty and rags and the kind they spring in vaude- 
ville with their ever-comic gags. Fellows who can put up ballads that invite the willing tear 
are entitled to the plaudits of the folks who like to cheer. When it comes to writing opera 
with its ever-pulsing throb I admit those foreign fellows surely prove they’re on the job. Of 
the men who write our music one set I've got pity for, those are fellows of the future who'll 
write songs about this war.

MATURITY AND INEXPERIENCE 


A peculiar factor in song wr'ting—and one that must be reckoned with—is the fact that 
just when maturity makes it possible for a song writer to express thoughts best the ‘‘drying-np"’ 
process has reduced the ability to d'¢ up ideas to the lowest ebb. This invontrovertivle firt 
arconnts for the manner in which writers who have held the center of the stage for rears 
disappear in a flasu. and for the surprisinz way in which unknown aspiranis frequentir leap to 
tue first rink. Matur.ty brings steadiness ard understand:nz. bit. ob. what standard wr ter 
wrouldn’t trade this calm ability for the impetuocs enthus'-sm of tie aspira‘ion dars! A work 
sonz from a matured writer frequently sounds and seems better tian a sensational one from te 
rrist of the unknown. The whole process of putiing it tovether siows an ability to assemble 
ideas that most amateurs lack. But here’s the rub: Ofttimes the verv irregularity of the new- 
comer’s offering. with its apparent exhibition of untrammeled enthusiasm, is what makes the 
new number from the unheard of writer teke bo!d. The American public doesn’t like that which 
is studied or forced. It responds to the direct challenge, As long as the matured writer main- 
tains the ability to inject this pep into his songs he keens in the limelight; the moment the knack 
disappears a signal is given for some unknown to leap into the breach.

THE NEW COPYRIGHT 


Has Great Influence on the After-In- 
ventory Sales Value of New Songs 


Chicago, Dec. 31.—The ushering in of the 
New Year means a great deal to music publish- 
ers—the date possessing a significance not ap- 
parent in other lines of endeavor, This is all 
because it marks a change in copyright dating, 
e@erding a definite clew as to the exact time 
a song has been published. While it is true 
that the actual date of copyright dees not ap- 
pear this very fact makes tbe new copyright 
all the more {tmportant at this time of the 
year, becanse New Year Itself forms the divid- 
ing mark between songs issped in 1917 and 
18, ° 

When it is borne in mind that the Woolworth 
steres and kindred big dealers hare practically 
suspended their busing for nearly six weeks 
aod are now engaged in securing an inventory 
that will seund the deathknell of many good 
sellers now on the market the importance of 
the date line is realized. When they restock 
their shelves particular attention will be paid 
to the copyright dating, so that the likelihood 
of purchasing “old issues” will be eliminate! 
to a great extent. 

Within recent years most publishers contem 
plating the ixxu'ng of new songs at the tall end 
of the old year have withheld publication anti 
after January 1, so that their output wonld be 
safely past the dividing line, 

Of course, this dees net apply rigidly to songs 
which have arensed a genuine demand. But 
even these are affected to a certain extent, as 
the stores take it for granted that greater pur- 
chasing interest willl be concentrated upes the 
Bewer output. In the flood of new songs issned 
it is bard for buyers to maintain toterest io 
the meritorious ones already published. 


CAMOUFLAGE 


Much has been said regarding the use of this 
very popular word and the general definition 
must be well-nigh universal. Yet there are ap- 
plications particularly true to the World of Song 
and we herewith append a few: 

(1) A $20 a week professional manager try- 
ing to do a Frank Clark. 

(2) A jealous contemporary writer trying to 
find something wrong with a Kahn-Van Alstyne 
song. 

(3) A prominent Western manager rubbing 
his Aladdin's Lamp for the wonderful tenor 
voice we used to hear In Chicago's Loop. 

(1) Wolfie Gilbert singing a ballad or Joe 
Goodwin delivering a comedy song. 

(5) Professional managers working for the 
Red Cross. 

(6) Will Von Tllzer’s “small” staff. 

(7) A publisher declaring a song (whieh the 
mechanical royalties saved) was a big hit. 

(8) Jeff Branen in business for himself. 

(9) Irish songs, 

(10) The publisher who covers up this year’s 
lack of action by pointing to what he'll do next 
season. 


VOCcCcO’'s BONUS 


Chicago, Dec, 29.—Roeco Vocco, Chicago pro- 
fessional manager for Leo Feist, secured a 
Christmas bonus of $2.000. Friends ascribe it to 
the fact that Rocco's Judgment in picking songs 
made up for several “bad guesses"’ in the East. 
Despite the general depression in its catalog the 
Feist concern has remained in the forefront by 
virtue of purchasing the rights of songs which 
other publishers had already popularized. 


SAMUELS SEVERS 


Chicago, Dec, 29.—Asher Samuels, for over 
nine years Identified as a fixture of M. Witmark 
& Son's Chicago office, has severed connections. 
His plans are rather indefinite, but it ts gener 
ally understood that be will Join Will Rossiter's 
staf. Samuels has built up a reputation as Chi 
cago's favorite ballad singer. 


MONOPOLY DAYS OVER 
Chicago, Dec. 31.—Jndging by the way small 
er publisbers are winning window displays fn 
local stores the long cherished monopoly days, 
enjoyed by certain favered publishers, appear 
to be a thing of the past. 


LEE PLACING SONGS 


Chicago, Dec. 31.—Marvin Lee, the Chicago 
vaudeville writer, spending the Wolldays In New 
York, has placed several naw lyrics with Fast 
ero houses,

Just read you are to have “Agents’ Set Rules.” While you are making them, do something about the twenty per cent p 
commission we are paying. If you are tied up with a United agent, and you have a few weeks open, he books you on the Loew ; 
or Fox time, through another agent. He gets his ten per cent, the office five, and the other agent five. With the war tax on our 


railroad fares, and trying to do our bit in other ways, you see where we get off. Do something about this, and you will have the 
good wishes of every act in show business.

The above anonymous letter should be given no consideration, as the writer didn’t have the courage to attach his name. _ 
I find in this, however, an opportunity to say a few things to the artists in this respect. If you book through the United Booking 
Offices, you pay five per cent. If you have a personal representative, custom and reason demands that his fee should not be more 4 
than five per cent. If you pay more than this, you are doing it on your own responsibility, and have no right, morally or legally, a 
to complain. Ifa representative or agent that serves the United Booking Offices finds it impossible to book you here, then you ; 
are under no obligation to him, and if you go to any other booking office, such as Mr. Loew’s, Mr. Pantages’, Mr. Fox’s, Mr. q 
Moss’, etc., and the agents or representatives connected with that office book you, your former representative in the United Book- 
ing Offices should be given no consideration whatever. In this way, you would not be paying twenty per cent, if such a thing f 


exists as per the above letter, but would pay your representative five per cent. Anything more than that, you yourself are to 
blame for. 


This office is open at all times to any complaint in reference to a violation on account of a demand for an excessive fee by , 
an agent or representative. If such a condition exists, and you complain of the same, I will guarantee that you will be protected a 
as far as this office is concerned, and I am very sure all the other managers will do the same. 7 


i If, whoever wrote this letter, had given me the name of the representative or agent, and the amount he had paid, he would 
have been doing his share towards rectifying what some artists contend exists, but never complain of to the proper authorities. Hl 
Instead of using it for sidewalk gossip, if you want to help clean up alleged conditions in vaudeville, do your part, and you will 
find the managers ready and willing to help you and to give you every protection necessary to safeguard your interests. 4

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Musical Artists vs. Lyceum and Chautauqua 


The American lyceum originated with James 
Redpath, of Boston, when in the old days he 
sent out such giants as Jobn B. Gough, Wendell 
Phillips and Henry Ward Beecher for the en- 
lightenment ang inspiration of a great host of 
American people. 

At first Mr. Redpath sent out only well-known 
lecturers for single engagements, but soon there 
came a demand on him for a series of lectures 
to run thru the season. As the series idea de- 
veloped demands also came that a part of the 
series should consist of musicales to alternate 
with the lectures, but, so far as the records 
show, Mr, Redpath did not progress much be- 
yond the point of furnishing very mediocre and 
unknown musical talent to the various communi- 
ties he supplied. 


The modern chautauqua movement grew out of 
the original chautaugua at Lake Chautauqua, 
New York State, and was in a way a sort of 
‘summerizing’’ Mr, Redpath’s idea of the win- 
ter lyceum. Many other chautauquas very soon 
sprang up over the country, all patterned after 
the model of the original, each operating free 
and independent of all other chautauquas in the 
securing of their talent, etc. Later these chat- 
tauquas became known as the ‘‘independents.” 


From the independent chautanqua developed 
the idea of circuit chautauquas, the circuit chau- 
tauqua differing from the independent in that 
the talent which was used under cover of a tent 
to supply a chautauqua in one town for a week 
was moved, tent, talent and all the rest of the 
outfit, to another town for a week, and s0 on 
from town to town during the season. 


As stated regarding musical talent furnished 
by Mr. Redpath to the communities he supplied 
the same has been very largely true of the lyceum 
and chautauqua concerns which have since 
sprang up in the country, for few, if any, of 
them have ever gotten beyond the point of sup- 
plying their committees with anything excepting 
very mediocre and unknown musical attractions, 
There are two or three exceptions to this which 
will be mentioned. 

In a large part the musical talent which the ly- 
ceum and chauteuqua bureaus of the country have 
supplied has consisted of such aggregations as 
“Mary Brown, pianist; Harry Jones, tenor, and 
Mabel Jackson, violinist,’’ none of whom was 
ever heard of in musical circles, Notwithstand- 
ing, these three were formed into a concert 
company, elaborate printing was gotten out, and 
the company billed over the country as the 
“famous trio.’’ Or, if not that, a male quartet, 
made up largely of amateurs, was placed before 
committees as ‘“‘modern marvels,” At other 
times fake Ole Bulls, decorated all over the 
chest with medals which had been purchased by 
the pound at the foundry, were heralded far and 
wide before the unsophisticated as ‘‘celebrated 
stars.”’ 

As to the exceptions: In recent years the 
parent chautauqua at Lake Chautauqua, N. Y., 
bas brought to its concert platform some of 
the best known artists of the day, whose repu- 
tations were beyond question in the musical 
world. Also during the past two or three years 
some of the circuit chautanqua managers have 
toured two or three musical artists over their 
circuits whose names meant something to the 
musical people of the communities they visited. 

But in spite of these exceptional and spas- 
modic efforts to furnish real musical artists to 
their patrons the musical talent furnished by 
lyceum and chautaugua managers has been in 
the past, and is now, very largely made up of 
beginners, amateurs and semi-professionals with. 
out standing or reputation in the wusical world. 
Or, if not that, it has been talent wh'ch had not 
been able to make good in regular musical cir- 
cles, but because the managers could get it cheap 
has been palmed off on unsophisticated comm't- 
tees as real musical goods. To put it plainly, 
tue musical talent lyceum and chautauqua man- 
agers have, on the whole, furnished to the com- 
mittees who have gotten bebind substantial guar- 
antees has been musical junk pure and simple. 
The bureau managers have been able to put this 
over by wedging such musical talent in between 
lectures delivered by men of national reputation, 
also because lyceum and chautauqua committees, 


composed, as they are, of intelligent, high-grade 
men, generally speaking, are not any too well 
posted in musical matters, 

The time bas come when all this should be 
changed. The lyceum and chautauqua, which fs 
constantly growing to immense proportions, pre- 
vails in communities of from 50,000 down to 
hamlets of 300. These communities are com- 


posed of intelligent, well-read American peo- ] 
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Why should not lyceum and chautanqua man- 
agers do so? Surely they have held up the 


| local communities for guarantees long enough 


by means of an entirely one-sided contract—a 
contract which guarantees the bureau manager 
everything and which gives the local committee 
only whatever the manager decides to give them 
for their money, 

It is time for the bureau managers to change 
their tactics or they will find bigger men enter- 
ing the field who will meet the demands of 
the day and supply real musical artists to the 
committees who so generously guarantee them.

ple, who get behind substantial guarantees for 
the talent furnished them, and they are entitled 
to something better in a musical way. More- 
over, these communities are becomiug more en- 
lightened in musical matters and] will very fcon 
demand better musical talent from the lyceum 
and chautauqua managers. Will it not be 
better for these gentlemen to anticipate this de- 
mand and arrange to meet it? Not much longer 
will local lyceum and chautauqua committees 
and their patrons be satisfied with musical 
talent made up largely of beginners and ama- 
teurs gotten together for the bureau managers 
by musical colleges from their students, the 
pay of which talent consists largely of the ex- 
‘erienve they get an] ‘‘the wonderful oppor- 
tunity to become famons.”’ 


Lyceum and chautauqua communities bave bad 
enough of such stuff. It is now up to the bureau 
managers to furnish them with real musical 
talent—talent that will mean something to them 
after they have heard it. 


Theatrical managers seldom, if ever, receive 
guarantees, even after they have spent thou- 
sands of dollars on an attraction, but if they 
did get guarantees, such as the lyceum and 
chautauqua managers get, they would in return 
furnish for those guarantees the very best mu- 
sical talent of the land,

Marshall Hall, the young American dancer and 
pantomimist, has been selected to create the role 
of the Prince in the new Russian opera, The 
Golden Cock, to be produced under the direction 
of Adolf Bolm for the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany early in March, Mr. Hall is one of the 
first mimes to be engaged for the opera.

is a fine thing for the opera, the artist and the 
public. Since the opening of the season five 
weeks ago this American born and trained artist 
has sung two of Caruso’s favorite roles—Mario 
in Tosca and Turiddu in Cavalleria Rusticana, 
besides appearing in seven other roles of im- 
portance and at the Sunday night concerts, 


ALICE GENTLE TRIUMPHS 


A cable just received from Havana, Cuba, tells 
of the great success of Alice Gentle in the open- 
ing performance of the Bracale Opera Company. 
This gifted young American artist, who has just 
been added to the Metropolitan Opera Company's 
roster, sang the role of Amneris in Aida recently 
and scored brilliantly. Miss Gentle, as has been 
previously announced, will create the title role 
n the new American opera, Shanewis, by Charles 
Wakefield Cadman, when it is given its pre- 
miere at the Metropolitan Opera House, New 
York, in March.

Alice Neilsen, noted operatic singer, and Dr. 
Le Roy R. Stoddard, of New York, were 
married last week in the First Presbyterian 
Church at Greenwich, Coun, The marriage it- 
self was the first indication of the matrimonial 
intentions of the well-known pair. Just before 
the ceremony Miss Neilsen declared that there 
was no haste about it, only that she wanted ‘“‘to 
escape both gifts and advice.’’ 

R. Stod- 
dard, author, artist and publisher. He was grad- 
uated from the New York University, class of 
‘96, and from New York Homeopathic College 
aad Hospital in 1900. The Stoddards have gone 
to Havana, and, upon their return to this coun- 
try, will make their home in New York, Miss 
Neilsen says that she hus no idea of abandoning 
“wr stage career.

BOOKS ON MUSIC 


As a means of familiarizing young people with 
the Instruments composing an orchestra the 
New York Symphony Society has just published 
a large and handsome volume, entitled The Or- 
chestra and Its Instruments, by Esther Single 
ton, a writer of versatility, who has previously 
written about music. The book is written in so 
simple a style that it will not discourage the 
younger people, for whim it is primarily in 
tended, and will also appeal to their elders. 
Miss Singleton has gone more or less deeply into 
instrument history and the history of orchestras 
and orchestral conductors. Her account of the 
development of the orchestra has led her to 
trace summarily the lives and works of the 
greatest composers for orchestra, from Monte- 
verd! down,

The multiplication of such 
books is interesting, as suggesting the preva- 
lence of a more intelligent way of listening 
to operatic performances—a desire to know what 
they are all about. Among the most compre- 
hensive of these plotgiving compilations is 
Edith B. Ordway'’s Opera Book, first published 
two years ago. Now a new edition appears, is- 
‘ued by Sully & Kleinteich, and aiming at even 
greater completeness, There is a phonetic pro- 
nunciation of the foreign titles and 116 operas 
are treated, 


Constantin von Sternberg, a pianist and peda 
gog himself, has written a little book on Ethics 
and Esthetics of Piano Playing, published by G. 
Shirmer. There are many acute and well rea- 
soned reflections elaborated in it. The most 
valuable are those that verge upon the prac 
tical realities. Here are ideas that will be use- 
ful, stimulating, suggestive in various ways and 
in various degrees to students and artists as 
well, They are pithy and clearly put, illustrated 
with musical notation,

Well, perhaps, I haven't in the sense of being materially in clover, but I will certainly 
go out of business before I give in on this point, and so far it doesn't at all look as if 


I would be compelled to do that.

DEFENDS OPERA IN GERMAN

with it? We might as well cut out the German 
words that occur in the Engtish language. If 
tLis may be takeu as enemy pzopaganda why do 
we allow the German theater to continue? Why 
do we permit the German newspaper to flour- 
ish? Is not their influence infinitely stronger 
than German opera could possibly be? Uere is 
our inconsistency.” 

The Dil:vvard suggests that we would be very 
glad inceed to cut out every German word in 
our languzge and do it quickly. We also ask 
with Mr. Gocowsky why do we permit German 
newspape:s to Courish and German theaters to 
continue in this country now? Can Mr. Godow- 
sky or anyone else consistently answer this ques- 
tlon? 


CHRISTMAS CAMP MUSIC

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JOHN CORT RENOUNCES DRAMA 
FOR SHOWS OF MUSICAL TYPE 


Decides That Tuneful Production Has Greatest 
Public Appeal During War Times—Cort Thea- 
ter, New York, Will Therefore House 
Shows of This Sort Henceforth 


New York, Dec. 29.—John Cort, director of 
the Cort Theater and one of the stanchest sup- 
porters of the drama in New York, bas tem 
porarily, at least, renounced tbe drama and 
turned his attention to the musical show. He 
bas expressed the opinion that in war times 
the musical show is the thing, and from now 
on musical shows and revues will occupy the 
stage of the Cort Theater to the exclusion of 
the drama. This policy will be maintained un- 
til the war is over at any rate. 

Mr. Cort is oniy one more to be convinced 
that the public, with its mind satiated with 
war thoughts, turns for recreation to the lighter 
shows. In Europe it has been the sbow of 
lighter tendencies which bas scored the big suc- 
cess, and producers here are rapidly discovering 
that the musical show is the one best bet. 
The manner in which the burlesque business 
is standing up under the adverse theatrical 
conditions is a proof that the public at just 
this time wants the light instead of the heavy 
theatrical effort. 

Mr. Cort admits that bis viewpont has been 
influenced by the success scored by Flo Flo, 
one of the girliest of the girly-girly type of 
anwsement, and which bas been described as 
feminine finery set to words, music and laugh- 
ter. 

The Cort threw its hat into the arena of 
Forty eighth street theaters five years ago 
with Peg o’ My Heart, in which Laurette Tay- 
lor played so long and continuonsly. Since 
that time and until the advent of Flo-Flo its 
roof has sheltered almost exclusively attrac- 
tions of pronounced dramatic leanings and has 
been generally regarded by theatergoers as a 


playbonse consecrated to that character of en-, 


tertainment. 

Structurally the Cort lends itself to the pre- 
sentation of either dramatic or musical plays 
of the intimate type and its stage is quite 


adapted to all purposes, thus eliminating the 
necessity of any alterations to continue on 
its pew career, . 

It is known that several other producers who 
have leaned almost entirely to tbe dramatic 
are contemplating following Mr. Cort’s lead, 
and it is very probable that in a few months’ 
time the musical show will be quite the preva- 
lent fad of New York.

The author bas pre- 
vided some excellent comedy, but nrarriage, alas, 
bas been made the goat. Matrimony is viewed 
from every possible standpoint, One sees it 
from the angle of those who are in the con- 
templative state of mind, of those who have 
passed thru the fire and are repentant, and 
the funniest thing about much of the play is 
that it seems funny. 

The man or woman who stays away from 
problem plays because they can not untangle 
and keep untangled The Eternal Triangle will 
have even more trouble with Why Marry. 

The main story within the numerous stories 
tells of Helen, who does not take much stock 
in the marriage idea, but who is in love with 
Prnest, a young scientist. The Judge, or Uncte 
Everett, belongs to the older generation, but 
understands the new and believes in divorce.

Nat Goodwin, as Uncle Everett, bas all his 
old charm and finesse. His role is a chatty 
and epigrammatic one, and he digests it most 
entertainingly. Estelle Winwood is charming as 
Helen, and Beatrice PReckley was true to type 
as the oldfashioned wife. Edmund Breese por- 
trayed a hard and rather coarse man in bis 
masterly way. Sbelley Hull was a most at- 
tractive and impulsive lover in the role of 
the scientist.—L. E, T.

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New York, December 29.—Christmas has an 
unpleasant habit of putting a tragic em- 


phasis on poverty and gloom. In a year 
such as this, where a general depression 
has taken the beart out of thousands engaged 
in the profession, whose primary function Is to 
dispel the clouds of care and to lighten the 
burdens of the world, the approach of the 
season of gladness has been anticipated with 
dread and foreboding, Yet Christmas brings 
with it a spurt of prosperity coincwlental with 
the holidays, and with it the possibility that 
the turning point that comes so suddenly, 80 
often unexpectedly, in thix mad business of 
may at last have been reached. You re 
wember bow It was last year. Of course, no 
last year ever approximates this in doleful qual- 
ities if this year should happen to give cause 
for complaint. But recollect a year agu the 
complaints of leading managers who felt that 
their public had deserted them were still warm 
op the cylinders when the holidays came and 
ushered in a season such as had never been 
known before. Anything and everything did 
business. It lasted until summer. Late ino 
June there were still nineteen first-class houses 
open. On the strength of it balf a dozen new 
houses were put up. Managers who a few 
months previously were bewailing the fact that 
there were too many theaters In New York 
were talking capitalists Into furnishing the 
wherewithal to add to the total. 

We can all give countless reasons why the 
conditions of the times should have struck the 
show business amidships with the force that 
they have. In our optimistic fashion we have, 
all of us, thought up scores of reasons for sup- 
posing that things will be better for us the 
country over before many months have passed. 
We bank primarily on the economic revival 
that is bound to come with the circulation of 
billions distributed by and thru the Government 
as a result of the unprecedentedly large sums 
placed at its disposal thru the recent loans. 
We expect a financial readjustment similar to 
that experienced in other countries under sim- 
jler conditions when war expenditures, war 
prices and war taxation had become faniiliar 
and when war rumors bad lost terrors, We 
look upon the vastness of onr resources, and. 
while we feel that in a country such ax ours 
the evil effects of shortage, economy and finan- 
cial stringency must necessarily be more keenly 
felt for the moment than in a land less blessed, 
we feel also that the reaction will sweep in 
with greater force when it comes. We are 
already experiencing the result of the natlon- 
wide campaign against false economy, we an- 
tieipate relief from an unfair proportion of the 
burden of taxation—tho we must expect to com 
pensate the Government for this relief in other 
ways—and best of all, as far as New York Is 
concerned, we have just produced a number of 
very promising plays that have arenused public 
interest, and really nothing has hurt business in 
the big city as much as has the mediocre qual 
ity of the goods offered for public consumption. 

There is a fecling among some showmen that 
to make public their dissatisfaction in bad 
times is bad sportsmanship, that any man 
who plays the game sbould play it like the 
cambler that he ought to be and to stand bi« 
losses like a man. That is one of the many 
polats In which the show business bas not yet 
found itself. The old days when a theatrical 
venture was pure adventure bave happily passed, 
but until the time comes when we have learned 
fo regard the theater as a national necessity, 
and learned to adjust our project to the public's 
needs, showmen can not expect to be looked 
upon as entirely sane by business men. There 
are some respects In which we can not ever ac- 
cept the principles tbat prevail in strictly 
commercial pursuits without vitiating our prime 
asseis, The fact remains that in catering to a 
universal need or a universal desire we are 
conducting a business that has a solid commer 
cial foundation, and the closer we can come to 
adjusting {t in all its ramifications to the 
procedure of any other business successfully 
conducted in meeting universal needs and de. 
sires the sooner we eliminate the waste that 
has caused our business to be characterized as 
“0 outright gamble. 

We have attempted in this column on vart- 
ous occasions to suggest means by which periods 
of depression, such as we bave Just passed thru, 
may be weathered by concerted action. There 
have Been many Instances where such means 
have been used, where employee has put his 
Shoulder to the wheel of the emplover to help 
him then the mire. We are perbaps today on 
the threshold of a brighter future in which the 
colng will be more easy. A few days will tell 
‘he story, Should things turn out as we all 
hope let the employer look to {t that those whe 
helped him thru are amply rewarded, for whe 
knows how soon dark days may again be before 


ours, 


us and how urgent the need for further co- 
operation? 

In speaking last week of a form of play- 
writing, which because of its very form 
lessness could hardly be characterized ax a 
school, yet which has become the dominant 
moud of 1917 and perhaps the year or two to 
follow, we hardly dreamed that any play writ 
ten under its infucoce might perpetuate it io 
buman memory. Yet since these paragraphs 
were written there has been performed in New 
York a pew version of Dumas’ Camille, known 
to the program asx The Lady of the Camelias, 
but served to the playguer in .the form of 
Camille a la 1917, The identity of the adapter 
is Dot stated on the bills, yet it is generally 
accepted as a fact that the most vital force 
among our younger dramatists, Edward Shel- 
don, has been devoting bis time to rewriting 
the old war horse in preference to putting into 


Lady Algy and grew suddenly ancient. And on 
seeing them we have become reconciled to ac- 
cepting cleverness in the place of skill in play 
construction. But we do feel that the op- 
portunity is here for some one of the workers 
in the field to Immortalize himself, bis day and 
his generation by the translation into homely 
terms of drama the big thing that lives with 
us today. Who is going to write the Uncle 
Tom of 1917?

But Camille as a play Is a play of years ago— 
it is only its valmes and its situations that we 
may preserve by transposition into modern 
plays, as we have been transposing them ever 
since the success of the original in its original 
form tanght us their worth. 

We have been regretting the fact that pre- 
eccupation in major events in war times, or 
some other reason, has deprived ua of the work 
of many of the standing and ability of Sheldon 
these past few years, when perhaps the homely 
universal problema that form the basis of good 
drama may seem pooy in comparison with dally 
havpeniogs recorded on the front pages of the 
dailies. Because of the shortage in new ma- 
terial that is up to par we have suffered the 
revival of an unusually large number of plays 
which were much admired in their day.

Some Inside History That Makes Clear the Rea- 
sons for the Opposition—A Reprint 
and Some Comments 


That the lyceum and chautauqua must face 
new conditions and meet a new situation, un- 
expectedly brought on by the war, is so obvious 
that the camouflage campaign against our ad- 
monitions and efforts to be of service to those 
whom we know we can benedt is disheartening. 
We are sorry that we hayé fellow workers in 
this journatistic field who are so emall, so blind 
to the best interest of the whole movement that 
they fail to see that t!is is not the time for 
fighting one another; it's the time when wise 
people unite for a common onslaught on a com- 
mon foe. As far as The Billboard is concerned 
it ie willing to co-operate with all who are 
working for a common good, But, failing to be 
so received, then the open opposition of Brother 
Ralph Parleite and his fighting pen is counted 
among our minor assets. Yea, we are not at all 
disturbed by Willie Padget's peddied hostility. 
If their paper had enough circulation to enable 
it to print as many as four thousand copies a 
month we would feel that they were giving us 
some slight publicity service, but, as it is, 
about the only thing they acco ~plish is to di- 
vide the forces which President Montaville 
Flowers is organizing for the lrceum conference 
at Washington City. This conference has been 
set. It is going to be hetd. It was the pro- 
posal to hold this conference that so impressed 
President Wilson with the unselfishness of and 
the absolute need of encouraging the Irceum 
and chautauqua that be wrote the stleadid let- 
ter which we published and are proud to help 
circulate, 


Before reading what we wieh to repvint from 
The Lyceum Magazine let us bave a I‘‘tle rea- 
son for much of the tempest in this Iittle 
journalistic teapot. A few facts will aid in 
a better understanding at this time. 

The opposition is leveled at President Flow- 
ers and what he is doing. 


The Billboard is enpporting Mr. Flowers loy- 
ally with a'l the help it can give. Mr. Par- 
lette is still suffering from te remembrance 
of a well-merited rebuke which Mr. Flowers 
gave him when they were, respectively, presi- 
dent of the I, L. A, and editor of its then of- 
ficial organ.

If 
eitber one of the peeved ones had ever seen the 
inside of a school book dealing with higher 
mathematics they would have known that it 
takes not ontr straigbt lines and circles, but 
a few crooked Ines to make any of them of 
much practical use. The writer has made re- 
peated efforts to secure such co-operation, but

‘re ensconced in their positions, The protect- 
ing arms of the I, L, A. constitution and by- 
laws were around them. Their magazine was 
the official organ of the ILL. A. Tut that 
was brought to an end by fierce firi‘inz, in the 
open, led by Yours Truly, assisted tr a num- 
ber of others who were wise enougi to see 
that this condition was not to the best interest 
of the I. L. A. 

Rut those days are past, the I. L. A. has 
changed its consiitution and altered its by- 
laws. We buried the dead official organ. The 
I. L. A. refused any longer to be a wet nurse 
for any journalistic weakling. Frei Migh, 
more than any other person, was responsible for 


that change. Hence this continued hostility 
on the part of those two paraguns of virtue, who 
have no vision to see that things have changed. 
The old game won't work any more, We're liv- 
ing in a new age. We're living in an age when 
everyone has a right to take every line an 
ecltor writes and ark how that Ine squares 
With his deeds, and as faith without works has 
been dead for two thousand years so preaching 
witbout acting and dving is now branded by the 
eupbonious term of camouflage. As Eddie Foy 
once said, ‘Tis a pretty thing.”” We wouldn't 
give this space were it not for the fact that 
a movement is gauged chiefly by its journalism. 
And so long as the lyceum and chautauqua 
Movement supports the selfish, trivial, beseech- 
ing, holier-than-thou type of journalism the 
movement w'll suffer. Big things will be re-

THE VALUE OF PLAY 


The late Prof. ©. R. Henderson, who was looked upon as being one of the leading 
sociologists of the country, wrote a splendid little volume, entitled The Cause and Cure 
of Crime, from which we wish to quote the following, taken from the chap‘er on play: 

“It is the function of play to rehearse all possible roles in the drama of adult life, 
to practice all possible modes of action, to work out all useless instincts, to ‘let the ape 


die,’ and to utilize all desirable impulses toward wholesome cond:it. 


Play is the mode 


in which the delight to work is learned and all powers of body and m'nd become servants 


of will and reason. 


Recreation in adult life is redemption from the killing monotony 


of modern specialized industry, which in itself and alone tends to make men monsters. 
Play. being essentially educational in its social purpose, should be under the direction and 


control of the recognized educational authorities of the city, county and State. 


It is not 


enough to have playgrounds about the schools and attached fo them, and to have others 
which have no definite social purpose, we need one unified system in which play shall 
have a clearly recognized place as an essential factor in the development of citizens, be- 


ginning with children and youth."

RALPH PARLETTE ATTACKS THE BILL- 
BOARD 

“We would expect a show paper like The Bill- 
board to run a big-type line over a recent 
cricle, ‘Ils the Lyceum Disintegrating? It is 
the lyceum gossip corner. It doesn't seem to 
know what the lyceum is, and therefore it 
isn’t to be wondered that The Billboard should 
print the following about the suspension of the 
Y. M. C. A. camp service: 


““‘The lyceum lacks showmen. Its business 
has been to present programs that people should 
have, and not what they want. Mr. Keith Vaw- 
ter has repeatedly said that towns cou:d not be 
trusted to cecide what they want. Eis business, 
like that of most managers, has been a sort 
of benevolent, paternal benefaction, and de- 
pended upon the work that the local committee 
did to put it over.’ ** 


That is about the finest unconscious tribute to 
the who'e movement ever pa'd. When the show 
men get into tlhe Irceum there will be no ly- 
cecum. Wuerever they try it they blight it. 
And whea we say show=x:en we do not mean all 
show offerings, but sbow methods and spirit, 
which is just what the above excerpt is about, 

“We hare now learned that ever in the camps 
the majority of the men do went lyceum things. 
All the apparent faliure was due to two things: 
the mental confuelon of the new men in the 
camps, and the failure of some superintendents 
to get the men fin touch with the tents, That 
is, failure» to rcvertise. 

“The Billboard discusses lyceum matters very 
much as the Village Loafers’ Association dis- 
cusses local affairs. It takes a crack at every- 
thing in town and then adjourns, leaving whit- 
tlings and tobacco juice, and the stranger with 
a bad impression of the town. It would be 
better if it didn’t meet so often. The village 
council meets rarely, but it has ideals for the 


ing away to try to teach managers, agents, 
talent, committeemen and patrons that good 
salesmanship does not consist in selling People 
what they don't want but ought to have. To 
those whose mentality is eufficiently expanded to 
grasp a commercial truism it will reray them 
to study over the difference between our post- 
tion and Parlette’s. We say that our work 
{s to educate peope so that they will a-preciate 
the merits of the ettraction to te roid, and 
then they will want the attraction. Our work 
is to create a lyceum and chautaugua appetite. 
Many a good book has been rendered uscless by 
the memory of the stick-tongued book agent 
who sold it. The same jis true of lyceum and 
chautauqua attractions, Our competitors say: 
“It's the business of a I>ceum agent to sell 
something that the bureau hasa't got to a com- 
Tittee that doesn’t want it." We laugh at 
that as a joke when we *hould blush with shame 
to hare to admit that azyone can reneat euch 
a charge and go unrebuked, I*'s neither good 
buxiness nor good morals. The Bil‘board man is 
forninst it. Brother Parlette is for it. Selah! 


THE SHOWMAN WILL KILL, EL? 


“When the showmen get into the lyceum there 
will be no lyceum.’’ What asinine stupidity! 
Will some one tell us whether he means that 
the lyceum is so frail that if a showman or 
two would get into it that it would fait? If 
a showman, a real one, were to go into the mer- 
cantie business would he kill the business, or 
would bis previous experience so handicap bim 
that be would probably fail? Even supposing 
that the showmen were all crooks a2] moral 
degenerates, and lyceum and chautaucua peo- 
Me were all virtnously’ plous snd intettitty 
straight in Onancial affairs, which 1s supposing 
what tan't eo, but even if it were would that re- 
verse the rules of life, of businexs, «0 that if a 
fev showmen entered the lyceum they would 
kiN it? We'know that by experience only a 
few performers even can change and make a 


success, When a drunkard joing the church, 
or when a hypocrite gves to and fro saying 
that be bas quit lying, does that kill Christian- 
ity or even put a dinge in morality? Those 
who read the big Christmas specia! of The 
D.llboard will understand by the article, ‘The 
Circus apd the Chautauqua," that the editor of 
this department is eimply trying to learn from 
the show people what they have that can be 
of benefit to us, and in exchange we are big 
enough to be willing to give them the benefit of 
our experience where we think it will be of 
benefit to them, Read “The Circus and the 
Chautaugua” article in the Christmas Speeial, 
written before Brother Parlette’s attack was 
published. The adroit reasoning of the brother 
is worthy of a child manufacturing an excuse 
for playing bookey from school, He says that 
the camp failure was due to the fallure of 
superintendents to advertise. We said this 
same thing, only we called it showmanship, or 
tue lack of it. 


Then our highly organized moral preceptor re- 
veals the inside of his own mind and puts forth 
a wad of his alleged humorous philosophy, and 
gives up a membership card in the Village Loaf- 
ers’ Association, But, why do we have store 
bex philosophers? One reason is because we 
have so many store-box editors. The part of 
I.aiph’s lecture, which he uses as an editorial, 
struck me as rather funny, when I first beard 
it, 25 years ago, but that was before I realized 
that Socrates was just that kind of a philoso- 
pher and that the greatest man who ever lived 
answered to just about that description. 

Personally the writer has found that when one 
visits a village store or sits down to the festive 
boards where lyceum and chautauqua people are 
wont to gather that both are human, subject to 
the same laws that govern other men and 
women, conversation, philosophy, business and, 
in fact, all mental, moral and spiritual affairs. 
The conversation goes wherever it is led. That 
is why we have long since ceased to abuse the 
village literary society, but have tried to pro- 
vice better mental stimuli. 


Let us ask the co-operation of all those who 
believe that the Iyceum and chautauqua sbould 
go forward, and not simply “carry on,” to see 
to it that The Biliboard is kept informed about 
all lyceum and chautauqua news; help us to 
serve the movement, to better conditions, and to 
extract the lessong from the practical experi- 
ences of those engaged in this work, so that all 
way profit by what each does, 

We expecially ark that committees see to it 
that they understand why certain bureaus are 
boosting the subterfuge jcurnalism of this move- 
ment, We ask all to sen] us the names of 
iecal lyceum committeemen where our gladla- 
torial Goliath bas slain, or is booked to slay, the 
Village Loafers’ Association en masse. The 
Tillboard is serving these “villages.” It is 
interesting the people in the better things of 
fe. Villagers won't have to hire pald evange- 
lists to tell them that constantly spitting om 
the sidewalk and occasionally whittling a chip 
is not the best way to spend one’s time 

We are proud to have a part In the big work 
that is going on. Cn to Washington Is our 
battle cry. Tut, with it all, we hope that we 
will never lose sight of the fact that the small 
town needs the sympathetic encouragement that 
te Iycenm and chautauyna are best able to 
give. It needs it now as it has never needed it 
before. We are therefore fighting two battles, 
but in reality one foe. 

At the recent I. L. A. convention we proposed 
a resolution which is yet before the executive 
meeting, looking towards a better understand- 
ing of the small town and what the lyceum and 
chautauqua could do for it. We proposed this 
for the reason that these towns have lost, thru 
the war, so much of their young life that they 
need all the kelp they can get to keep in the 
race for their very existence. They have always 
helped us, Ninety-nine per cent of all the 
money Mr. Parlette ever received for lecturing 
came from towns of less than 5,000 Inhabitants. 
Tut these towns have now become mere villages 
where the tobacco spitters and chip whittlers 
meet, and by their work give strangers a bad 
impression of the town. 

The I. L. A. Program Committee presented 
Frank Stockdale to officially diagnoxe lyceum 
«enditions, After having his time extended 
twenty minutes and being asked to continue the 
Cfxenssion the following morning, at the close 
of his final disxcuseion he proposed that all who 
really desired to learn the truth about lyceum 
conditions contribute to a common fund and 
raise $1,000 and make a survey of conditions as 
they are, Mr. Stockdale bas been engaged in

PRESIDENT’S LETTER HELPS 


The following item, clipped from The Red 
Lodge (Mont.) Journal, shows how President 
Woodrow Wilson's thought dominates the 
opinion of even the lyceum and chuatauqua 
feld.

“Red Ledge will bave a chautauqua in 1918. 
This became an assured fact this morning when 
the required number of signatures were secured 
and the number is still increasing as The Jour- 
nal goes to press, The annual summer event 
will be under the auspices, ax formerly, of the 
Ellison-White System, and will be beld during 
the month of August. 

“Efforts to sign up a contract at the close 
of last summer's chautauqua failed, and it was 
decided to let one year pass with no such attrac- 
tien In the city. Since then, however, the na- 
tional administration has urged that chautauqua 
be continued and extended as much as possible, 
President Wilson declaring that ‘the cbhautau- 
quas are almost as integral a part of the na 
tional defense as men and munition.’ This led 
to an increased desire locally to keep the chau- 
tauqua up and to the signing up of the contract 
this week.’’ 


DR. JOHN M. DRIVER’S VIEWS

He 
demonstrated its effectiveness so well that Eng- 
land, by the use of outdoor advertising, re- 
cruited her volunteer army, which bas for 
months beaten back the Kaiser’s Prussian mil- 
itarism while democracy trains for victory. 
May we of the lyceum and chautanuqua fra- 
ternity be as wise and learn, while tbe learn- 
ing is profitable, from the theater. Last spring, 
when we entered the war against Germany, 
David Belasco took an evening off and spent 
it In tbe swlitude of his home trying to study 
out what would be the effect of the war upon 
the American stage. He reached his conclu- 
sions and then set to work to meet the changed 
conditions. He didn't berrow a catch phrase 
from people who had cbanged their life’s ac- 
tivity to meet war conditions. He laid out a 
plan which has met changed conditions so well 
that he has been playing to crowded houses in 
his theaters while other managers bave been 
scurrying around for new plays or complaining 
of poor business, 


“The economic effect is merely temporary, 
The history of the world war proves that. In 
any fighting country there is first panic-stricken 
economy, and the public considers theatergoing 
a luxury that must be embraced by this econ- 
omy. But history shows that the maximum of 
stress is met by the maximum of effort for 
relaxation. The realization that the salvation 
of the world from madness lies in proper diver- 
sion Is Inevitable. There is no diversion so 
satisfying as the theater when its alms are 
worthy, and the theater which does the great- 
est service to the nation by supplying the sanest. 
most wholesome diversion is the theater that 
feels the least economic depression.” 


Simply substitute the words lyceum and 
chautauqua for the theater and see how well 
this astute manager’s survey meets lyceum and 
chantauqua needs. For the towns we serve 
could anyone give us a better plan for our own 
bookings? 

He further says: 

“War causes a change in the public taste— 
purifies it, uplifts it. Our producers must not 
make the mistake made in England and France 
at the beginning of the war. It was thought 
necessary to coarsen their entertainments for 
the sake of the soldiers. This year the public 
will want less than erer of smut, of undressed 
shows, of the appeal to the senses, What they 
want Is clean, wholesome fun, and good, red- 
blooded drama—not only for the seldier, but 
for his father, his mother, his sister and his 
sweetheart. They all want to go to the thea- 
ter with him, for they do not know when they 
will see him again. Fun is always necessary. 
It is the tonie of life. No man, woman or 
ebild can accomplish anything unless they have 
the spirit of fun dancing in their hearts. 

“The public today is much more discriminat- 
ing than the public we had some years ago,”” 
he continued. “Woe to the managegr who does 
net realize this—he courts quick disaster. The 
public can no longer be fooled by forced runs 
in New York or the thousand and one tricks of 
managers. They are net mice to be caught 
with a little cheese in a trap. Even the cut-rate 
public 1s getting more discriminating. 

“Any theater that Las a play—musical, bur- 
lesque, comedy, tragedy, farce—which has 
something in it tbat will please the public, 
that theater will succeed now as at any time. 
This principle bas never yet failed in all my 
long experience. 

“This is an age of progressiveness. We must 
advance, Like the general, the public com- 
mands, ‘Forward!’ and we must go forward.”

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Editorial Comment 


December 28, 1917, will long be a 
memorable date in the annals of the 
show world, for having once taken over 
the railroads, it is unthinkable that 
the Government will ever permit them 
to revert to private ownership again. 

A great sigh of relief arose from 
showmen when President Wilson’s 
proclamation appeared in the public 
press. Keen, quick and mentally alert, 
every one of them interpreted it quick- 
ly and correctly. 

They saw clearly that hundreds of 
millions of dollars (perhaps billions) 
would be saved annually in cost of 
operation, that the vast credit of the 


. 
Government was by a stroke of the 
President’s pen put behind the rail- 
roads, and that the millions needed for 
sidings, terminals, new cars and new 
locomotives would be forthcoming in- 
stantly. 

And seeing they acted. 

All over the country dormant winter 
quarters came to life. Orders for 
sills, lumber, paint, etc., were flashed 
to the nearest markets, mechanics were 
mobilized, trains shifted and reassem- 
bled and cars run into the repair shop, 
and today the sound of the hammer, 
the song of the saw and the hum of 
activity and industry is heard in every 
city that boasts a circus or carnival 
company. 


There will be no embargo on show- 
men’s equipment, because there will 
not be the slightest occasion for plac- 
ing show cars or trains upon the list 
of nonessentials. 

The trouble has been that the rail- 
roads were so vulnerable, so easily 
looted by thievish manipulators and so 
powerless against predatory unions 
that capital viewed them askance. 

They could not borrow the money 
needed to put themselves in shape to 
handle the vast amounts of business 
offered them. 

But now all that is changed. It was 
changed the moment the Government’s 
credit was substituted for that of the 
roads. Actual cash was not needed. 
Work was started on new equipment

The death of Mack, the big, snow-white lead 
horse used by The Duttons for several years, is 
just another one of thoxe touching and dramatic 
incidents which occur now and then **behind the 
footlights."’ While playing in Brooklyn week 
of December 3, shortly after the close of the 
act. when The Duttons had taken their second 
curtain call and were preparing to leave the 
stage, the ever-faithful Mack fell to the stage 
and died of beart failure a few moments later 
with its head in Jimmie Dutton’s arms.’ It was 
a sad and touching scene at the Orpheum Thea- 
ter when dear old Mack was carted away to his 
last resting place, and there were tears in the 


eyes of Winnie and Adeline Dutton, and 
Jimmie’s, too. 

While the death of Mack caused The Duttons 
to temporarily cancel their booking, Jimmie 
Dutton hurried to his farm near Cincinnati, 
where he keps several trained borses in reserve 
for just such an emergency. TUpwn arriving in 
Cincinnati he made arrangements to ship Ben, 
who replaces Mack, back to New York by ex- 
press, but again was delayed by a twenty-four 
hour embargo which Uncle Sam had placed on 
all express shipments not directly for military 
purposes.

BIG SURPLUS REALIZED 
By Canadian National Exhibition 


Toronto, Can., Dec. 20.—At a meeting, of the 
Board of Directors of the Canadian Nationa! Ex- 
hibition in this city last week it was learned 
that the Finance Commissioner would receive 
a check in excess of $62,000, which will repre- 
rent the largest check in the history of the 
association. 

It was estimated early in the year that the 
surplus would amount to $35,000, and this sum 
was placed in the civic estimates. It develops, 
however, tho the actual figures have not been 
announced, that the sum to be turned over will 
nearly double the original estimate and will ex- 
ceed the surplus of any previous year, not ex- 
cepting 1913, the record year, when Jobn G. 
Kent, who was then president, paid over to the 
city $62,000. This year Mr. Kent will make 
another record, when, with President Marsh il, 
he will place in the Finance Commissioner's 
hands a check for an even larger amount. 

In addition to the splendid surplus the Fx- 
hibition has also met the expense out of earn- 
ings in 1917 of heavy maintenance and improvre- 
ment charges usually borne by the city. 

The amount which the nf will receive this 
year is all the more remarkable when compa 
with 1913 because of the fact that in the 
record year there was an attendance of 1,009,000 
against only 917,000 in 1917.

SPEECH OF PRESIDENT KNIGHT 


Delivered at Chicago Convention of 
Fairs and Expositions 


The following is a copy of an address de- 
livered by R. E. L. Knight, of Dallas, president 
of the State Fair of Texas, in response to the 
message of welcome by the Governor of Tilinols 
at the annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions, Auditorium Hotel, 
Chicago, December 8, 1917:

a We are at war, and, belug at war, there is 
but one subject that should and must engage 
the loyal heart and patriotic intelligence of this 
land until the lowering shadows now enveloping 
it shall have been succeeded by the martial radi- 
ance of hope, presaging inevitably that triumph 
of arms which shall mean to the world a peace 
that is really a peace that is permanent, 


DESTINY OF WORLD 


“There shall be no temporizing. This is a 
world war, and in its final issue is involved the 
future destiny not only of ourselves, but of the 
democratic world. Nor is it war between armies 
alone, but rather between the peoples of the 
countries whose opposing flags flaunt deflance on 
the battle front. ence every man, woman and 
child nestling beneath Old Glory's silken folds 
has just as sacred and important duties to per- 
form as have our boys tn khaki who wield the 
instruments of death, Not to marshal an army 
—not to mobilize troops alone—is our paramount 
duty, but rather to mobilize our material re- 
sources, infinite in thelr supply, and above all

else to teach the citizens of America that, no 
matter from what country they or their ances- 
try hailed, simply being here and receiving the 
protection of the Stars and Stripes makes their 
duty plain, and that duty is to foster, aid and 
prosecute this dreadful war to a successful 
issue. They must be made to understand, once 
for all, that not to be for the flag is to be 
against It, and that to be against it means 
treachery tbat deserves and must and will re 
ceive the punishment of the traitor, which is 
death! 
NO PARTISAN POLITICS 

“You, sir, spoke of politics. In this hour 
of the world’s direst travail there must be no 
party politics in the common acceptation of that 
term. This Is a day to try men's souls, and it 
is the duty of patriots to cast all past affilla 
tions and differences iuto a commun crucible, 
there to be refined Into a nntfed tolerance as 
related to party, church and State. Indeed, un- 
til the war is ended, and the country with its 
ideals and asnirations is safe, there must be 
no partisanship, there must be no sectional- 
ism. Even State lines are to be effaced, and 
no issue of a local, sinister or sentimental na- 
ture is to be agitated to disturb conditions or 
distract the public mind. There is now but one 
issue, and that ts war! In other words, we 
must stand together in the rarified atmosphere 
of a common purpose, linked only by the in- 
dissoluble cords of genuine tolerance, broad 
catholicism and unquestioned and unquestion- 
ing Americanism! 

“Until this war is won there mnst be no 
Illinois, no Texas, no California, no Maine, but 
simply America, and the tnterests of America 
being identical with those of our allies not 


eliminated. We have enlisted in the cause of 
world democracy and civilization, and in so do- 
ing bave consecrated our lives and our fortunes 
to these resistless ideals, and in such a cause 
selfish and sordid consideration shall be merged 
in the common and bigher good of the world's 
future destiny. 

“This association, sir, as you suggest, rep- 
resents the interests, occupations and industries 
without which this war can not be won. These 
delegates, as it were, are the evangels of the 
cornucopia of tbe nation’s wealth, whether 
glistening forth in the beauty and fragrance of 
the flowering orchards of spring, the russet hues 
of autumn’s harvest, or the dull glow of the 
emboweled treasures of the earth, such as cop- 
per, coal, petroleum and otber resources in 
dispensable to the successful prosecution of 
war, It is all the more important, therefore, 
that the avenues of education in the realms of 
practical knowledge along productive lines, as 
provided by our great fairs, should be kept 
open and even extended. Indeed, our fairs are 
bot only the common schools, but the colleges 
and universities of practical, vital, throbbing 
necessity to the producing classes of onr people. 

“I can speak only for my own fair, but I 
am sure it is the common experience of all the 
others that the visiters this year exhibited an 
interest, a nicety of analysis, a range of investi- 
gation and an earnestness to know and to learn 
heretofore unmanifested. The vast majority of 
the people who attended the fairs this year were 
earnest people: they came to learn and to profit 
—not in a sinixter way, not in a self serving 
way, but. with the higber and more exalted pur- 
pose of knowing the better bhew to proceed to 
the end tbat ther might contribute more and 
more: to the common cause of our country’s 
weal, and to the success of the isnes invelved 
by our entrance Into the war. We must, there- 
fore, not only keep the fairs open, but must ad- 
vance their development In every way possible. 
In other words, we must continue to instruct 
and educate the people along the lines of in- 
dustry, production and conservation. 


TRIBUTE TO LOWDEN 


“In this connection I desire to say that, tho 
not having the honer of his personal acquaint- 
ance, I admire extravagantly Frank Lowden, 
whose personality in my estimation far ex- 
cels the transient dignity of being temporarily 
Governor of this State. In other words, Frank 
Lowden ont of office is as great a man as Frank 
Lowden in office, for he is big enough and broad 
enough te command the admiration and esteem 
of all good men, and being in office adds nothing 
to his character, bis personal dignity. bis man 
hood, and above all else bis redblooded Amert- 
eanism. Hearitiy do I congratulate the Com 
monwealth of Illinois in that at this time it 
has such a man for its Gevernor, as I do this 
Nation in that it has at the helm the deft hans, 
devoted beart and consecrated genius of Wood 
row Wilsen! (Applause.) 


BRIGHTER DAY FOR REPUBLIC 


“With snch a man in anthority let us be- 
Neve that in spite of the doubts and fears, the 
anxieties and sorrows of the hour, ont of it all 
will come a higher good and a brighter day for 
the Republic. To that end let us reselve that 
as far as in our power lies in the years to come 
there shall be bronght into the publie life of 
this conntry more real men and fewer simian 
adventurers and mountebanks; let us resolve 
that the little two-by-four politicians and 
demagogues who have for years disgraced the 
ranks of both of our great parties and sown 
among the people the seeds of discontent and 
discord by their peurile, pussillanimeus and 
pestiferous agitation, resulting in a measure in 
arraying class against class, sball have no 
longer a voice or a band in the onward march 
of our country’s progress. Impelled or inspired 
by no conviction or principle, to say nothing of 
patriotism, yet they have so misled the people 
and so poisoned the public mind as to have al- 
ready injected into the body politic the virus 
of disintegration and decay—their sinister vaga- 
ries having found legitimate expression in dif- 
ferent organized forms, of which the Il. W. W. 
is typical and the black cult of Alexander Berk- 
man and Emma Goldman is the last expression. 

“Still, in this erncial hour, let us believe that 
hope reveals a distant star heralding the dawn 
of a better day. This is a time commaniling 
for the conntry’s service the best that with ns 
yet remains; a time when instinctively all gool 
and patriotic men are inevitably drawn to- 
gether in a common bond for the supreme sacri 
fice in derotion to our ancient ideals. Then 
let us indnige the hope that when the war Is 
over and our heroic boys shall bave returned to 
their native shores from the war scarred battle 
fields of foreign lands, resuming in nermal spirit 
their reapective paths and vocations in life 
wit'ort envy. fenlousy or malice toward their 
brothers, and being only inspired with common 
hopes, aspirations, ideals and destiny. with 
locked arms and united purpose, they will join 
in the country’s forward movement as simply 
Americans—loving America for America’s sake 
and putting into it something of their lives in 
instead of trring to purioin it, as the dema- 
gegues hare been doing and trying to teach ns 
to do fer the last two decades; in other words, 
inaugurate a new era of reconsecration to the 
cause of conntry and humanity on broader lines, 
inspiring wider vision and a more soulful altru- 
ism.’’ (Applause.)

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WILLIAM FOX SAYS NEXT YEAR 
WILL SEE NOTABLE PICTURES 


Looks for Spectacular Achievement in the Photo- 
play Industry—Predicts the Death of Single- 
Handed Censorship and Says Light 


Comedies Will 


Have the Call 


New York, Dec. 20.—It is no “‘swan song” 
that William Fox, president of the Fox Film 
Corporation, sings in an interview given the 
other day, in which the gazes into the picture 
prospects for 1918. He says it is to be a great 
year for the industry, and will be marked by 
spectacular achievement. He says it will see 
the end of singlehanded censorship, that better 
stories will be produced, that the writers of 
scenarios will receive just recognition, and that 
the pictures will tell of the world war in a 
most dramatic way. Incidentally he tells of the 
plans of the Fox Film Corporation, and, from the 
brief outline given of these plans, it may be 
seen that this company has made preparations 
for the most elaborate program of its career. 
Following is Mr. Fox’s interview: 


“Spectacular achievement and advancement 
wil] mark the motion picture art in 1918 in my 
opinion. There will be a spirit of persistent 
betterment—a striving for the attainment of 
higher ideals. 


“Greater stories than ever before will be told 
on the screen; the themes will be closer to the 
heart of the American public and the action of 
the photoplays will be more human. Produc- 
tions, while not more lavish, will depict actual 
occurrences in a more convincing way than ever 
before. 


“America will learn from the motion picture 
camera the progressive story of the world war. 
I believe, too, that our National cause will be 
greatly assisted by the motion picture, due to 
the fact that the American branch of the in- 
dustry is united behind President Wilson. 

“During the next twelve months I propose to 
take the motion picture patrons thru the library 
of classical literature, as well as the popular 
writings, including farce and melodrama. Pro- 
ducers should not decry the lack of material 
when there remains the work of Victor Hugo, 
Dumas, Dickens, Scott, Thackeray, Balzac, De 
Maupassant, Daudet, Bulwer-Lytton and all the 
renowned American writers to draw upon. 

“I hope to develop playwrights by giving the 
young American brain of both men and women 


NO SUNDAY SHOWS 


Allowed in Howell, Mich—New Or- 
dinance Passed 


Saginaw, Mich., Dec, 29.—A, J. Moeller, man- 
ager of the Franklin Theater here, and former 
secretary of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of Michigan, has been barred from show- 
ing pictures in his theater, the Temple, at 
Howell, Mich., on Sundays. A stringent or- 
dinance was recently passed by the council there 
prohibiting Sunday shows for the sole purpose 
of closing the Temple, the only theater of which 
the town boasts. 

While a village Sunday performances were not 
permitted, but when Howell became a city no 
provision was made to prevent Sabbath shows. 
So Mr. Moeller opened his theater against the 
wishes of the council. They passed a rule for- 
bidding him to show, but he ignored it and con- 
tinued operating. Twice he was cautioned and 
a third time was fined $5. Since then, for the 
last few weeks, he was allowed to run, 

But in the meanwhile the council put thru 
this ordinance, and Moeller will not take any 
further chances of keeping open while the law 
is on the books. The ordinance provides that it, 
shall be unlawful to operate a motion picture 
theater on Sunday, or for any persons to act, 
exhibit, show or perform, or to be in any other 
way connected, either as ticket seller or taker, 
usher or operator in any picture show on Sunday. 
The penalty provided for violation is a fine not 
exceeding $50, or imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding 30 days, or by both,

to arms found ready response among the mi! 
lions of fighting men who hastened to the front. 
until the present time, the subtle, undermining 
work of pro-Germans is shown with merci!ess 
truth. 

The various revolutions beginning with the 
overthrow of the Czar and culminating wit 
the Bolsheviki succesess, the Bolsbeviki parades. 
the arming of the working men, the destrue 
tion of discipline in the army and the terrible 
riots in T’etrograd are shown, the close ups of 
Lenine and Trotzky haranguing the mobs. And 
the insidious effect of the German poison 
within the nation is pictured in the thousands 
dead because the millions given for hospital 
and ambulance service was diverted by Ger- 
man intrigue, and because German spies bad 
held up the supply of ammunition for the front. 

There are glorious contrasts in the Russian 
fighting men at the front who bad retreated 
when told that Moscow was captured anid 
Petrograd was in flames, and who, when they 
learned the truth, retook their former trenches.

It will be a 
straightforward story, naturally acted, staged 
with newly invented lighting effects and directed 
without exaggeration. That character of story 
will appeal to every clean human mind. 

“Censorship by a singlehanded controller of 


thought and intellectuality will die in the com- 
ing year, 

“No person on earth is qualified to pass first 
and final judgment on any subject, whether it 
be in law courts or in the legislation of the 
Government. And much less should motion pic- 
ture censorship be entrusted to one man for 
first and final decision, whether that man be 
intellectual and broadminded or whether that 
man be stupid, arrogant and narrowminded:

New York, Dec. 29.—Outside the closed box- 
olice of the new Rivoli Theater last night a 
crowd stood in line, waiting to buy tickets that 
were not to be sold, and dispersing only as 
the people nearest the front of the line became 
aware that the uniformed men outside the doors 
were saying, “‘By invitation only tonight. Pub- 
lic opening tomorrow night.” And as the peo- 
ple in front dispersed, others took their places

One of the absolutely new 
features is the arrangement of the seats, which 
allows plenty of room for people to pass with- 
out disturbing their neighbors, and there is a 
completely equipped emergency hospital, with 
trained nurses and a physician in attendance. 

As at the Rialto there is no stage, but a vast 
dome within a dome, studded with huge crystal 
gems, after the manner of the Tower of Jewels 
at/the Panama-Pacific Exposition, and called the 
“Conservatory of Jewels.”’ 

The house is spacious, and nothing is crowded, 
even the 2,500 seats having an aloof, detached 
appearance, The decorations are done in gold, 
ivory and black, and the color tones can always 
be kept in harmony with the views on the screen. 
The lighting effects are marvelous and the music 
by an orchestra consisting of more than fifty 
musicians, under the direction of Hugo Rosen- 
feld, is exquisite.

From a long, tearful letter of a lady exhibitor (a widow past sixty 
years of age, which came into the hands of the Secretary of the Allied 
Legislative Committee) this is an excerpt:

“My last dollar was put into my little theatre, the only house in a 
town of 1,500.

For God's sake, won't your 
Committee act quick and help me? I support two grandchildren. I 
want to keep them with me.”

Often it is run because they love pictures them- 
selves and want to give the small community the opportunity and 
benefit of pictures. They educate picturegoers and feed the large Thea- 
tres in large places. They give the little town the cheer and comfort 
of pictures in the time of War, blessings, joy, education and culture in 
times of Peace. 


Let us ask ourselves, Exhibitors and Producers, each one individu- 
ally, are we so self-centered, greedy and shortsighted not to respond to 
this appeal from so many? Is there not a spark of fraternal feeling 
between we who are making the “silent thought” our life’s work? Shall 
this old lady of three-score years, whose son is “somewhere in France,” 
giving perhaps his life to save our own home and fireside and the pre- 
cious heritage of liberty, go unaided? Is there no way to aid or help her? 
Shall the still lights of civilization in the small town go out? 


WHO IS TO BLAME? There is but one answer, THE EXHIBITOR 
WHO WILL NOT ORGANIZE WITH HIS FELLOW EXIUIBITOR. 

You, the disorganized Exhibitors, are to blame for the rresent in- 
equitable Tax Law, for the Advance Deposit System, the high-salaricd 
Star, the small theatre going out of business and._all the ills of the In- 
dustry. Let us see if it is true by viewing our present economic con- 
ditions by another concrete example on an entirely different ang'e. 
Let every Exhibitor make his own deduction from the following actual 
statement of facts and then refute the statement. If all the Exhibitors 
were together in one great fraternity this would not happen. 


The writer was privileged to interview several large producers about 
two weeks ago, among whom was a large Producer whom I believe 
and know to be a fair man. who wants to play the game so that both 
the Producer and Exhibitor can live, who only wants to make a decent 
living and who don’t want it all. I said to him: “You do not understand 
the Exhibitor, you sit at this desk in New York and dictate impossible 
things to a Branch Manager. You really pay this Manager a percent- 
age on how many drops of blood and pounds of flesh you can take off of 
the Exhibitor and that’s all dead wrong, because there should be fair 
and equitable co-operation between the Exhibitor and Producer as be- 
tween any legitimate buyer and seller.” 


This Producer turned on me with fire in his voice and said: “The 
Exhibitor forces us to take the last dollar for film service. You make 
of us crooks because you prefer to deal with the unfair Producer. You 
want to be humbugged. The Exhibitor lies when he says that our Com- 
pany does not want to co-operate. How can we when the Exhibitor 
encourages the unfair Producer in all kinds of disreputable and ruinous 
methods of trade? Let me give vou some facts. Three years aro we 
made a picture that cost $15,000.00 to produce, our leading Star ws 
paid $75.00 a week and we rented that film to the Exhibitor at a very 
reasonable ‘rate and we and the Exhibitors both made a nice lot of 
money. out of the picture. Along comes one Greedy Producing Company 
that now wants to hog it all. They are trying to get all of the big Stars, 
they expect to control the entire film business and are even buying up 
theatres also. Listen, We and the Exhibitor popularized this Star, We 
raised her salary from time to time until she was getting $1,000.00 a 
week. Now comes the GREEDY PRODUCER and offers this, our best, 
Star $6,000.00 a week. We are shocked! We have been making film a 
good many years and we know we can't pay it and that the Exhibitor 
can't pay the advance in film service necessary to pay the salary. We 
have been selling the Star in regular program. We*would like to keep 
the Star, so we ask you Exhibitors to pay US MORE for the pictures in 
which this Star appears, and you call us robbers. Nevertheless you 
won't pay us, but you will another Company, so we let the Star go to 


this one GREEDY Producer, and what happens? He puts this Star 
under a new brand with much publicity noise. Clever-tongued sales- 
men tell you that greater pictures, super de luxe supers, are coming. He 
asks you Exhibitors for a big Advance Deposit and you sign a contract 
that means you are going to lose money. We did not ask you for a 
deposit when we had the Star and you could quit us any time. This 
GREEDY Producer made you finance him before he would give you 
that Star and guarantee his market. You paid him three times more 
for the picture than you would pay us, because he gold bricked you 
with a lot of nice hot air. When the picture came out it was not half 
as good as the pictures we were making with that Star. Is that co- 
operation? We want to co-operate, but how can we? We are not 
afraid of the organized Exhibitor, we know that he will treat us right. 
We want you to organize against this unfair method of business, but we 
can't help you organize. If you Exhibitors can’t organize yourselves to- 
gether and protect your own business we are lost, and this Industry is 
going from bad to worse, and Mr. Greedy Producer will get us all 
enortly.” 

There are a dozen Producers who are almost praying to heaven 
that the Cxhib:tors will organize and form the right kind of co-operative 
action. There are a dozen big Producers who want to play the game 
absolutely fair and square, who want a chance to live and let live, who 
are against paying unlimited salaries, who are against the Advance 
Deposit, who are just as interested in the welfare of the Exhibitor as 
any Exhibitor is in his own welfare, because they know the Exhibitor 
must prosper if the producer prospers, but they are helpless, their hands 
are tied because of only one thing, THE DISORGANIZED EXHIBITOR. 


Again we, the Organized Exhibitor, call upon you, the Disorganized 
Exhibitor, to join us. A great Convention was held in Washington 
December 11 and 12 of all Allied Exhibitors’ Organizations. We have 
an Allied Legislative Committee ready to work for you, and ask Congress 
to relieve us from the ruinous Taxation that is upon us. We have an 
Amalgamation Committee that wants to bring the best thought and best 
methods of business into a new fraternity of Exhibitors. The past is 
gone and forgotten. Exhibitors have pledged to stand by each other. 
We know that the Exhibitor must bring the Industry out of this Chaos 
of distrust and selfishness, but we know a few are not enough, we must 
have a big majority. For years some of us have preached the Gospel 
of Organization to the end that this Industry might be permanent, 
standardized and commercialized. We have been right, we offer the 
only hope now. 


In one day the Exhibitors of this country could eliminate all the 
abuses from within and without the Industry by united action. No relief 
will come in any other way except thru the Exhibitors. Go to the meetings, 
call meetings, organize, take the initiative. Instead of letting a greedy and 
unfair Producer take a thousand dollars away from you in Advance 
LDepocit put a five, ten cr a fifty into your State and National Organiza- 
tion. Pecome active yourself. You, the Disorganized Exhibitors, who 
have been the stumbling blocks to progress, now become the stepping 
stone to progress. We, who have always believed in the organized 
force of exhibitors, want you to join hands with us so that we can be a 
greater force and work faster with you as our adviser and guide. We 
must make the GREEDY Producer come down to earth. We must say 
he shall not take a Star away from a fair Producer to make million- 
dollar pictures for us to pay for and nobody to,come to see. We must 
pick out the fair Producer and encourage him. 


THE RAILROADS OF THIS COUNTRY WERE PUT ON A WAR 
BASIS IN TWE™MTY-FOUR HOURS. LET’S PUT THE MOTION PIC- 
TURE BUSINESS ON A WAR RASIS. LET'S DO IT NOW. Don’t ex- 
pect the Producer to do it: He can’t. He is disorganized more than we 
cre. Neither can a few Exhibitors. We are now together in one body. 
We want all to make it greater. We need immediate action. I don’t 
care how big an Exhibitor you are, how busy you are or how much 
money you are making or how much you are losing, you owe to the 
whole Industry to send in your name and let us know that you are will- 
ing and anxious to help. It is your business and no one but you will at- 
tend to it. We, the organized Exhibitor, don’t get a penny for this work, 
but on the other hand it costs money, but it will be worth much to us 
all to get together. No one is looking for any honors; there are none; 
all we want is a decent living out of our business, which we are entitled 
to. We will get that only thru force of Organization. Our weakness 
has been because we are not organized large enough. Let our New 
Year’s Resolution be organization of all Exhibitors, and then there will 
be rendered to the Exhibitors what is the Exhibitors’ and to the Pro- 
ducers what is the Producers’. Let's help the little Theatre, let’s help the 
lady Exhibitor of three-score years and help ourselves and then anybody 
can have my job. THANK YOU,

New York, Dee, 31.—Joseph G,. Ferari, presi- 
dent of the Joseph G, Ferari Shows, Inc., called 
at The Billboard office today and announced that 
the Ferari Shows would go out next season re- 
gardless of rumors to the contrary. Mr. Ferari 
incidentally spoke in reference to the establish- 
ing of a New York branch of the Showmen's 
League of America, which was authorized by a 
unanimous vote of the League at a recent meet- 
ing in Chicago. He states that the ground is 
now being gone over with a view of securing 
the best possible men to fill the various offices 
and then the New York branch will be imme- 
diately placed on a firm and active footing. 


SHORTAGE OF COTTON DUCK 


According to the Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin the huge production of 
cotton duck is being and will be taken by the 
Government for war purposes, At the present 
time 80 per cent of the poundage of duck 
product is going to the Government, and vir- 
tually no sales of duck are being made by large 
mills without consultation with Washington. 
This tendency is growing fast and will spread 
in the first quarter of next year in a marked 
way. In the cotton goods trade it is being 
talked that Government control of the staple 
and its products may come along suddenly, It 
has been found necessary to exert pressure upon 
dnck and knit goods manufacturers. and the in- 
direct pressure applied some time ago to certain 
manufacturers of goods not suspected of being 
usable for war has been followed by a degree 
of co-operation in war product that has heart- 
ened the War Board eof Industries concerning 
its ability to get what is wanted later on. 
The volume of business already booked on cotton 
blankets and wide napnped goods will take all 
the preduct of the leading mills for the first 
six montis of the year anq perhaps longer. The 
process of allotment of prodnct naturally leaves 
some buyers unprovided in accordance with their 
estimated requirements, and if present general 
trade conditions continue a scarcity of supplies 
is to be reckoned with. 

In view ef this shortage it would be advisable 
for showmen to hurry their orders to the vari- 
ous tent manufacturers. 


AN ANNUAL TOYLAND 


Chicago, Dec. 81.—That the Toyland and Win- 
ter Circus vill become an established annual 
feature at the Coliseum—contributing to winter 
amusements what Rinzling Bros.’ big aggrega- 
tion does to the regular circus season—seems 
quite likely in view of the great success which 
Thomas J. Convey’s initiation of the great idea 
a few weeks ago was favored. Few spectacles 
run in normal times have proved so tremendovsly 
successful—and the prosperity attending Toy- 
land under the present abnormal conditions is 
arousing no end of favorable comment. It seems 
that Convey, as general manager of Toyland, has 
duplicated the successes achieved with the Home 
Exhibitions, which were run under his general 
direction.

offerings, and the grayhaired chief scout knows 
that it is to the interest of the association to see 
that no good timber is ignored. 

Mort H. Singer, general manager of the as- 
sociation, has a higher regard for performers, 
rersonally, than most outsiders imagine. This 
is because several years’ experience in the mu- 
rical comedy production field, at a time when 
this form of entertainment was exceptionally 
snecessful in Chicago, brought him into direct 
contact with embryonic stars. who are now 
ecknowledged leaders in vaudeville. This in- 
fluence has proved of great value to hie brother. 
Harry, now an important spoke in Martin Reck’s 
big personal wheel, which is the Nearest to an 
organized production syndicate that vaudeville 
knows, 

In the Chicago U. B. 0. headquarters (which 
really works hand in hand with the W. V. M. A) 
General Manager ‘*Tink’* Humphreys and his 
staff have a good word and plenty of time for 
everybody. “Tink’’ fs recognized as a master 
Strategist in vaudeville circles. because he tries 
to be fair with everybody and has a bluff ear- 
nestness about bis personality that makes most 
people more than willing ‘“‘to show the'r cards” 
in business dickerings as Teadily as nossible. 

The publicity department of the W. V. M. A. 
was never in better shape, Veteran Kerrr 
Meagher, whose work for the Kohl Interests in 
the early days was so valuable and valued that 
he is one of the few men in vandeville circles 
who may be said to actually possess “life jobs." 
However, it must not be assumed that Kerry is 
a pensioner in any sense of the word. The 
higher-ups acknowledge that his method of de- 
scribing acts in giving ‘‘cnes’’ to house man- 
agers is one of vandeville’s master strokes in 
publicity channels, 

The spirit prevailing between agencies and 
performers in these bigger syndicates is also 
true of agencies not connected with the 0. B. O. 
Matthews, of the Pantages Circuit. has always 
been an exponent of the “‘open-door’’ policy, and 
is generally recognized as one of the most 
easily approached men in vaudeville. Matthews 
believes in intermediate agents, so long as their 
activities are open and aboveboard, but he also 
believes that the man condneting a large book- 
ing proposition must never divorce himself trom 
actual contact with performers. That's one 
reason why Matthews scouts the outlying thea- 
ters as frequently as any younger agent. 

In the Affiliated Booking Company's offices 
everything is running as smoothly as a clock. 
However, it should be stated that thines were 
never much different In this office. Johnny Nash 
and the body of capable men around him find 
nothing new in the cordial relationship between 
agents and performers, because their relations 
have always been cordial, Adolph Meyers, ever 
since the days when he was the king-pin of the 
W. V. M. A. and endearingly termed ‘‘The Pat 
Casey of the West,”’ has evolved what ts 
Pprohably the largest list of personal friends 
among performers in existenée. Norman Kis- 
“ick ts a wonderful organizer, working in con- 
tunetion with a master organizer, Fred Lincoln. 
head of the organization, 

Frank Q. Doyle, head of the Loew Western 
Agency, has a unique reputation for discovering 
hitherto unrecognized talent. Many headliners 
who were exploited in vaudeville after comine 
into the limelight in other flelds were discovered 
by Doyle. In consequence, it is said that hun- 
dreds of holiday greeting cards testify to the 
esteem in which he’s held, 

The fact that vaudeville seems to be suffering 
less than all contemporary flelds in the general 
theatrical slump must be attributed in no small 
Cegree to the astuteness of the men who control 
its interlor destinies,

Many stories are reaching Broadway about 
burlesque companies, combination and vaude- 
ville artists missing connections because of the 
congestion in passenger traffle over the continen- 
tal lines. Most of the complaint seems to center 
between the movements from Chicago to Detroit, 

John Ringling’s movements in and out of New 
York of recent date are the cause of much 
speculation in the circus world. 


AS TO THE WHITE RATS RETAIN- 
ING THEIR CHARTER 


There has been very little interest, if any, 
expressed in reference to the White Rats re- 
taining their charter, The general feeling 1s 
that their leaders have nothing that they haven t 
had in the past. The fact that the Rats went 
to pieces under their management is not a very 
encouraging outlook for any revival of the same 
as far as the artists are concerned. 

Let us look at this thing in a fairminded way. 
Fifteen years or more have passed, with nothing 
but strife, agitation and turmoil. The artist 
has not received one benefit in all this time, ex- 
cept in the past year, when the National Vaude- 
ville Artists, Inc., which, by the way, numbers 
9,000 members, secured the great advantage of 
dealing with the managers direct. They have 
an Arbitration Board, they have an equitable 
contract, dozens of cases of a divers nature are 
being heard every week by the Arbitration 
Board, consisting of members of the N. V. A. 
and the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, Every grievance of any nature that 
comes to their attention is thoroly gone into, 
and The Billboard has heard of no case where 
dissatisfaction has been expressed at the out- 
come, They have a beautiful club house, where 
congeniality and comfort exist, whereas in the 
old White Rats’ Club House nothing existed but 
damning the managers up hill and down and 
internal strife among the members. 

Managers have kept faith with the N. V. A. 
While it has not been possible for all artists to 
ret work, as there is an oversupply, every bill is 
filled in every one of the hundreds of vaudeville 


houses thruout the country and under better 
conditions than has ever existed. 

The managers are determined, if there are 
any evils, to wipe them out, and the only way 
that this can be done is for the artists to ex- 
press themselves freely as to their treatment in 
the different houses that they play in, whether 
their contracts are lived up to by the managers 
and whether the agents or their persona! repre- 
sentatives are treating them fairly. These are 
the things that the managers want to know, and 
it will be impossible to make any appreciable 
headway unless the artists co-operate with the 
managers in disciplining those who do not live up 
to the principles laid down by the N. V. A. and 
the Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion. The Billboard has talked with both of 
these associations. We have also talked with 
hundreds of artists, who freely expressed them- 
selves as having no inclination to return to the 
old conditions, where, if they had a contract, 
they were constantly told by White Rats lead- 
ers to do this or that, a-cording to their dicta- 
tion, or they couldn’t play in vaudeville, and if 
they had a good vaudeville contract they were 
not secure, for there was eternal talk of strike, 
and finally it came and they were asked to 
walk out and give up their contracts. They 
want no more of this. (Contracts are too hard 
to get to be trifled with after once they have 
been made. 

The new club house of the N. V. A. is being 
torn out inside, and it looks as if nothing but 
the shell will be left by the time they com- 
mence to make improvements, The Billboard 
has seen the plans and it glories in the fact that 
when this club house is completed vaudevilie 
artists will be housed in one of the finest club 
buildings in the country. Everything is being 
arranged for their comfort and enjoyment, and, 
in addition to the New York club house, The 
Billboard is pleased to learn that there is 
another one under way at the present time; in 
fact, contracts have already been given out for 
one in Chicago. The next one will be on tile 
Coast. It will be impossible to convince Tie 
Lillboard that under the above conditions there 
is any vaudeville artist in his right senses who 
would change all this to go back to the old un- 
settled conditions of strife, uncertainty and con- 
fusion. The Billboard's advice is to co-operate 
with the National Vaudeville Artists and the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Association as 
long as the artists find that both are keeping 
their promises and endeavoring to improve con- 
ditions. A change of any kind at this time or 
even a thought of disiurbing conditions will 
work great hardship to the vaudeville artists 
and their business in general thruout the coun- 
try.

In The New York Evening Journal of De- 
cember 10 is an article by Garrett I. Serviss 
under the title of Old Mystery Unsolved by Best 
Men wherein the writer attempts to prove that 
the old table tipping or table lifting tricks 
have never been satisfactorily explained. Mr. 
Serviss is seemingly all at sea on the subject, 
as never yet has there been a table tipper who 
has not been exposed, and this same thing ap- 


plies to nearly all e9-called  spiritualistic 
phenomena. Harry Kellar, the great magician, 
who has now retired, for many years had an 


offer of a large sum of money to any spiritualist 
who could perform anything in the line of 
spiritualism that he could not duplicate by 
means of magic, but his offer was never ac- 
cepted. The Seybert Commission on spiritual- 
ism tried out all of the mediums and were 
dumfounded until TIarry Kellar exposed their 
methods. The Commission's report on Dr. Slade 
in 1887 contains among others the following 
item: “Dr. Slade performed several little 
tricks which he imputed to spiritual agency. 
bat which were almost puerile in their sim- 
plicity as compared with real legerdemain.” 

Kellar showed them greater mysteries than 
any spiritualist bas ever attempted. These so- 
called spiritualistic effects were practiced so- 
clally in 1848 in the United States—table tip- 
ping, table knocking, table lifting and the oulja 
board were all in the same category, and ac- 
counted for by scientific men as involuntary 
mechanical muscular action on the part of the 
participants, 

A famous German scientist, Zollner, positively 
declared rope tying, slate writing and kindred 
phenomena to be genuine and the fourth di- 
mension, but be was completely fooled by the 
notorious Dr, Slade. He died firm in his belief, 
but for years before his death was positively 
childish. Dr, Slade was thoroly exposed by 
T>. Ray Lancaster and Neville Maskelyne. Ile 
was placed on trial at the Bow Street Police 
Court in London, October 30, 1876. 

As brilliant a man as Horace Greeley fell for 
the Fox Sisters, and came out and said that 
after investigation he took upon himself to 


vouch for the perfect honesty and good faith | 


of these fakers. They eventually confessed 
that all of their table tipping or lifting effects 
were produced with their toes. 


Daniel Douglas Home was one of the bright- 
est spiritualistic workers that ever lived, and 
his levitation from one window to another has 
never been explained, altho we personally do 
not belleve that he was capable of ever per- 
forming it under test conditions. But he was 
a frand and became involved In a law suit 
April 21, 1868, in which a Mrs. Lyons, widow 
of a deceased London merchant, sued Home for 
the return of £60,000 in bank stocks and se- 
curities, which, while under his influence, she 
had turned over te him, owing to her belief in 
his spiritual powers. Home had a spiritualistic 
athaneum at 22 Sloane street, Hyde Park, for 
the promotion of seances and claimed to have 
the power to place persons in communication 
with spirits of departed friends or relatives. 
Tlome was arrested and brought into court under 
a writ “ne excat regno.”” He died June 23, 
1886, and was buried alongside the body of 
his infant daughter at St. Germain-en-Laye, 
France. He evidently was a forerunner to 
Rasputin, the Black Monk, for he certainly 
enjoyed the confidence of the Imperial Court 
of Russia; in fact they all believed in him. 
with the exception of Count Moltke, whose judg- 
ment was ridiculed, but the old warrior was 
right and he lived to see his Ideas vin- 
(cated, altho too late. Home was the only 
table tipper we have ever had who was not 
bothered with any systematic investigators, and, 
therefore, some of his mysteries are still “‘un- 
explained.’ 

I have it on the authority of Harry Houdini, 
Who has the most remarkable library of works 
pertaining to the occult in existence, and who 
was an intimate friend of the late Ira Erastus 
Davenport, that they, the Davenport Brothers, 
claimed no spiritualistic or supernatural power, 
bot that their worst enemies were their friends, 
who persisted in claiming that they were in 
league with the spirits, 

Carl Hertz was mainly responsible for the 
*xposure of Miss De Bar when the Luther 
Marsh affair was the talk of two continents. 
Miss De Bar laid claim to being the daughter 
lola Montez, who nearly possessed the Ba- 
Yurlan throne, and who lies buried and for- 
Sotten in Greenwood cemetery with a small 
head stone inseribed to Eliza Gilbert. Miss 
De Bar subsequently tried a new cult in Eng- 
‘aut and im consequence enjoyed police hospital- 


of 


ity for a number of years on account of the 
Great Swami scandal, 

A pamphlet published in 1853 in Danzig, 
Germany, contains one of the earliest and most 
able articles on table tipping, explaining that 
this phenomena can easily be accomplished by 
the mechanical voluntary muscular movements 
of those seated around the table and that per- 
haps some good-hearted sitter, wishing to help 
thing along, would intentionally start the table 
moving. 

The greatest table turner or lifter that we 
have had in recent years was the notorious 
Madam [Palladine, who, before .her exposure, 
completely fooled all the scientists of the day, 
including such eminent people as Sir Oliver 
Lodge, the famous Cesare Lombroso, Sir Wu- 
liam Crooks, M. Curie, Camille Flammarion, 
Victor Sardow, Alfred R. Wallace. She was 
humiliated and thoroly exposed by the late 
great Harvard professor, Hugo Munsterberg, and 
his description of this affair is thoroly explained 
by him in an article in The Metropolitan 
Magazine of February, 1910. 

So you will see that table turning or lifting 
bas been exposed and explained. It is not the 
profound scientist who usually solves these 
mysteries, but some one who dabbles in the 
same sort of game—for it is nothing but magic 
—and the statement that table lifting has never 
been solved is all wrong and is easily refuted.

my own better judgment. This fs a time for 
retrenchment. We are making a mistake in 
looking upen it as a time for expansion. The 
man who rests on his oars is sometimes the man 

who gets his beat up stream first.” 


This man Is recegnized as one of the bright- 
est minds in the picture field. He realizes what 
ought to be done, but. according to his own 
story, competition is forcing him to do other 
wise, There are others in the same fix. and 
picture men are due to learn that supremacy 
in their field may demand a payment that will 
mean ruination. 

It is to be honed that the great picture in- 
dustry may pass safely over the present-day 
quagwire and work itself onto firm footing. To 
do that it is necessary that the men at the 
helm keep their heads about them and go slow. 
It will be shortsightedness te subscribe to any- 
thing in 1918 that will put an additional strain 
on ¢Le rubber which has alreuwly been drawn 
tant. 

Several companies have already adopted re 
constructive policies in line with the times, and 
those are the companies whose foresightedness 
will gery likely earry them thru. Theatrical 
conditions generally continue bad. The Christ 
mas slump is already plunging everything in 
the show line into a worse state, but nowhere 
is the shock being felt with such force as in 
the picture field. A terrific upheaval wouid 
seem, at this writing, the logical outcome.
